Remarks 

2. Claims 1-238 and 261-278 have been previously canceled; and new claims 281-297 have 
been added. Pending claims 239-260, and 279-297 are for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 239-260, and 279-297 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 239, and similar in claim 250, with recording feature and similarly in 
claims 282 and 293. The prior art of record to Lemmons and Schein fails to either alone or 
combine to teach or suggest a system and its corresponding a method for providing television 
services by a television set top box terminal. Lemmons and Schein fails to disclose or suggest "a 
first user defined time interval, the start and end times of the first user-defined time interval 
corresponding respectively to a user-selected start time and a user-selected end time"; "at least 
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one parameter corresponding to a user preference"; and "associating the at least one parameter 
with the first user-defined time interval".
